Even Christ’s great commandment of “Love thy 
neighbour” seems to have less force today in a world of 
income tax, inflation and the slaughter of civil popula¬ 
tions in the name of peace. 

So without in any way condemning or scorning any 
man’s beliefs, Scientology arose from the ashes of a 
spiritless science and again asked—and answered—the 
eternal questions. 

That the answers have the force of truth is attested by 
the results. Instead of the sickness of religious India, 
Scientologists are seldom ill. Instead of internal warfare 
such as the riots of Alexandria, Scientologists live in 
relative harmony with each other and have skills that 
restore relations rapidly. 

The world tends to attack new things and Scientology 
has had its share from vested interest groups and govern¬ 
ments but it keeps rising eventually victorious from each 
clash without bitterness.

The ultimate freedom depends on knowing the ulti¬ 
mate Truth. Truth is not what people say it is, it is what 
it is. And Truth, quite remarkably, sets one free, just 
like philosophers have said down the ages. 

What the philosophers did not say was how free can 
one get? And that is the surprise contained in 
Scientology for everyone who walks title Road to Truth— 
one can be totally free. 

Naturally this makes no friendly news to the person 
who wants slaves and Fascistic, Capitalistic and even 
some more liberal creeds forbid that utterly, for who 
could be a master, so they think, where no slave wears 
his chains? They miss the point entirely, for who has 
to be a master? 

When you yourself hold the Truth the shadows by 
which you are bound tend to slither away. 

And when you at last know for yourself in your own 
experience that Scientology does have the answers, and 
when you have applied them, you have the result all 
philosophers, savants, sages and saviours have always 
dreamed of—and freedom as well.

L. RON HUBBARD 

Scientology was developed by L. Ron Hubbard, an 
American writer and philosopher. 

It was completed after 35 years of research. 

Hubbard was born in Tilden, Nebraska, March 13, 
1911. 

Much of Hubbard’s early youth was spent in the 
American West and he travelled extensively in Asia as a 
young man. 

He studied Science and Mathematics at George 
Washington University, graduating from Columbian 
College. He attended the Princetown University and 
obtained a degree as Doctor of Philosophy (Ph.D.) from 
Sequoia University. 

Before World War II he was well known in explora- 
tional circles and is to this day a member of the Explorer’s 
Club. 

He wrote and published over 15,000,000 words of 
articles and novels of all kinds before World War H. 

During that war he served as a commander of corvettes 
and was extensively decorated. 

Crippled and blind at the end of the war, he resumed 


his studies of philosophy and by his discoveries recovered 
so fully that he was re-classified in 1949 for full combat 
duty. It is a matter of medical record that he has twice 
been pronounced dead and that in 1950 he was given a 
perfect score on mental and physical fitness reports. 

Revolted by war and Man’s inhumanity to Man, he 
resigned his commission rather than assist government 
research projects. 

He published his original thesis on his work and the 
startling popularity of a thesis brought publishers to 
offer him a contract for a popular work on the subject 
which in 1950 soared to the top of the best-seller lists 
and stayed there. 

Hubbard has a lovely wife, Mary Sue Hubbard, and 
four charming children. 

Unlike any other philosopher in any age, Hubbard has 
led a very full and adventurous life. He has been the hero 
in numerous novels and even of a famous motion 
picture. 

Probably no philosopher of modern times has had the 
popularity and appeal of Hubbard or such startling 
successes within his own lifetime. And Mankind has had 
no better friend.

What Scientology Can Do For You 


All that Scientology has to offer is understanding. 
What a simple statement that is and yet that one word, 
understanding, is the key to all of man’s problems and 
opens the door to a future without fear, without sickness, 
without insanity, without death, for beyond that door is 
the road of truth, of beauty, of creation, of hope un¬ 
limited where a man can create a universe of his own. 

Understanding is not a limited thing, it cannot be 
hedged with maybe’s and guesses. A very wise man once 
said that if you could fully understand just one grain of 
sand then you could understand everything there is to 
know about this universe. To understand is defined in the 
dictionary as “Comprehend, to perceive the significance 
or explanation or cause or nature of, know how to deal 
with.” Well, throughout recorded history and probably 
long before that, man has been attempting to understand 
things: why it rains, why the world turns, why the sun 
rises and sets, why things grow and why things die, but 
particularly he has tried to understand himself and the 
human mind. 

It follows then, that if man has consistently tried to 
understand himself and his mind, there must be some¬ 
thing to understand and that something must be very 
worthwhile indeed. If it was not it is hardly conceivable 
that after all these thousands of years man would still 
be seeking to understand. And the only road to under¬ 
standing is truth. 

This is the road that Scientology follows and by fol¬ 
lowing that road, by refusing to deviate from that road 
no matter what, no matter what precious “traditions” 
had to be discarded, no matter what opposition he 
encountered, L. Ron Hubbard has broken through the 
seemingly insurmountable barriers that have frustrated 
man’s attempts to understand the human mind. And it is 
this truth, this understanding of life, that Scientology 
offers you through its technology of processing and 
training. 

With Scientology the sick can be made well, the insane 
sane and the able more able than was dreamed possible 
by even the most optimistic of savants. Documented 
proof of this we have by the carload, but the proof that 
really matters is the proof you provide yourself by trying 
Scientology.

Like most things in life, understanding is a gradient. 
One must first understand the operation of the controls 
before one can drive a car. Similarly, one must know 
the data of a subject before one can understand that 
subject. Understanding how to drive a car one can then 
go on to understand the much larger concept of traffic 
control and road planning. So it is with Scientology. 

Through Scientology processing (the application of 
Scientology technology in order to remove unwanted, 
unnecessary conditions in your life) and training you 
follow clear, concise and easy steps to full understanding 
of Scientology data, yourself, others and life. This com¬ 
bination of processing and training first of all remedies 
your problems in life in order that you may advance 
towards higher states of existence and understanding. 

The fact that processing can make the insane sane and 
cure psychomatic ills does not mean that Scientology 
is in the healing business. A science of the mind that 
cannot do these things is a very poor science indeed. It 
is a documented fact that when the first Scientology 
book appeared fifteen years ago: “Dianetics—The 
Modern Science of Mental Health,” and became a runa¬ 
way best-seller overnight, that sick people became well 
through just reading the book, that bed-ridden patients 
got up and walked out of hospitals after reading this 
book. Such is the power of truth, of understanding. But 
the primary aim of Scientology is to make the able more 
able, for only through so doing can we hope to turn 
back the tide of insanity and self-destruction which is 
sweeping the world today. That, too, is the aim of 
Scientology. 

That we know how to do this and are doing it, every 
day, and are succeeding with each revolution of the 
earth cannot be overemphasised. We do not, for instance, 
say “You are a psycho-nutticas which is incurable” or 
“Well, maybe we can help you.” We know we can help 
you, we know what Scientology can do. 

For instance, processing, like training, is done in stages 
or Grades. We call these the Grades of Release, in that

They are a cut 
above Man. They were bom this way and 


he who can communicate to others is a 
higher being who builds new worlds. A 
Grade O Release achieves this ability to 
communicate. 

Grade I —Enable you to handle problems. 

The being who can recognize the actual 
source of problems and so see them 
vanish is too rare to be easily compre¬ 
hended. Man “solves” problems. A being 
in a higher state looks at them and they 
vanish. There are fantastic phenomena 
here which Man has never, before Sciento¬ 
logy, examined. When a being can do this 
—make problems vanish with a glance— 
he certainly is no longer Man. A Grade I 
Release is able to do this. 

Grade II —Give you relief from the hostilities and 
sufferings of life. 

Man has never known, except in some of 
the rare miracle workers he regarded as 
saints, how to bring relief to various ills. 
The secret was that one is connecting one¬ 
self to what he abhors. To be able to 
easily bring relief to oneself and others 
from the hostilities and sufferings of life 
is a skill Man has seen only in healers. A 
Grade II Release has this ability. 

Grade EH —Give you freedom from the upsets of the 
past. 

Man is chained to the upsets in his past. 
He has never known why he felt so upset 
and misunderstood about his family or 
people or situations. Most men dwell per¬ 
petually on troubles they have had. They 
lead sad lives. Freedom from the upsets 
of the past with the ability to face the 
future is almost an unknown condition to 
Man. It is attained as a Grade III Release. 

Grade IV —Give you the ability to face the future and 
to change conditions. Man’s abilities tend 
to be individually specialized. He is so 
intent upon some action that he is clumsy 
in performing others. Moving out of a 
fixed condition and being able to do other 
things is attained as a Grade IV Release. 

This, then, is just part of what Sciento¬ 
logy can do for you. We will never betray 
your faith in us as long as you are one of 
us. We look forward to having you with 
us.

As a public service every main Scientology 
Organization including Saint Hill has a Sciento¬ 
logy Foundation. The Foundation is open even¬ 
ings and in some places on weekends to provide 
the services of Scientology to those people who 
are busy during the day. 

Scientology services include: 

BOOK SALES-The over-forty Scientology 
publications contain all the data about life 
and Applied Philosophy. Here you find 
practical information about life that you can 
apply to your own livingness and increase 
your survival. 

THE CHAPLAIN - A trained Scientologist 
who is an expert in personal and spiritual 
guidance who will give you concise and work¬ 
able advice about your problems. 

RECEPTION CENTRE - A place where you 
can go to seek more information about 
Scientology, talk to Scientologists, meet 
people and make new friends. 

INTRODUCTORY LECTURES AND 
COURSES - These are given every evening 
and sometimes on weekends. Simply drop 
by in the evening (Monday evening for a 
course). This is often the most direct way to 
learn about Scientology. 

ADVANCED COURSES - For the person 
who has certainty that he or she wants to 
learn how to handle life rather than be the 
effect of life. See the Registrar for more 
information. 

PROCESSING - The fastest and most effec¬ 
tive way of changing things, increasing I.Q. 
and ability and reaching higher states of 
existence. Processing is the application of 
modern techniques which result in releasing 
the individual and restoring freedom of mind 
and spirit. For more information see the 
Registrar. 

The Foundation is the entrance point for 
those new to Scientology. You may visit it 
as often as you wish and your family and 
friends are always welcome. It is staffed by 
Scientologists who work at other jobs during 
the day and take on a part-time Foundation 
job evenings or weekends to service others 
who work or have other duties during the day. 

When you come to the Foundation, see the 
Receptionist who will direct you to the person 
who can best serve you. Many Foundation 
services are not charged for, some have a 
small fee.
